THE REPUBLICAN MEETING. 


A Good Crowd Makes an Overflow Meeting— 
The Speakers, 

Attracted by the music of a brass band that 
will tomorrow play a dirge over the political 
burial of Harrison and Morton, the unterrified 
republicans of Atlanta crowded into the court- 
house basement last night, and packed it to 
suffocation. So great was the rush to obtain 
seats and standing room within hearing <is- 
oance of the orators who were announced for 
this ‘grand republican} rally,’ that an over 
tlow meeting, was held upon the sidewalk, 
where hundreds of colored men listened to the 
spread eagle oratory that had its last chance 
in the present campaign. 

The courthouse basement, where Smit 
Easley, a prominent colored republican arose 
to make the opening address, was a 
scene of confusion. Fully 1,000 colored 
men were inside the doors, and as the speaker 
rapped vigorously upon a desk with his war 
club, calling the meeting to order, the descend- 
ing blows of his club only served to add to the 
confusion. Everybody was good natured, and 
a general discussion of the political situation 
was in progress all over the house. Finally, 
after working himself into a perspiration and 
wearing the varnish from his club, Smith 
Easley manaced to make himself heard a few 
feet from the platform, and urged upon all 
republicans the necessity for an early and 
unanimous vote for Harrison and Morton to- 
day. He pledged the fourth ward to return 
exactly 406 republican majority, and amid a 
mixture of yel!s and republican enthusiasm he 
rielded the post of honor to 

1. H. Williams, a colored man who 
was announced as the chairman 
of the young men’s republican club, under 
whose auspices he said the meeting had been 
called. The chairman of this formidable or- 
ganization confined himself to a perusel of the 
dodger which announced the grand outpouring 
of republicanism on this eventful occasion. 

Just about this time the well-known form 
of Colonel A. E. Buck, accompanied by Mr. E. 
A. Angier and other gentlemen prominent in 
republican circles,appeared upon the plat- 
form, and there was an outburstof cheering 
that would have swept the stateif it could 
have voted. But the drawing card of the 
evening, Mr. R. T. Dow, was a tritle behind 
time, and Chairman Williams announced a 
vocal effort by four colored students of Clarke 
university. There was nothing of a political 
nature in their selection, but the crowd was in 
a cheering humorand tried to have another 
song, but Smith Easley’s club was again brought 
into use and enough silence was produced to 
enable Colonel Buck to make himself heard 
ina few words of encouragement. His pero- 
ration, predicting the triumphant election of 
Harrison and Morton, was cheered until the 
gas meter jumped a thousand feet and added 
that much tothe county’s bill for illumination. 
‘*Let every man do his duty tomorrow,” said 
Colonel Buck, andthe crowd added another 
velloftriumph. Justas Colonel Buck was 
taking his seat, while the band was playing, 
‘*See the Conquering Hero Comes,”’ the mag- 
nificent physique of R. T. Dow was seen 
ascending the steps leading to the platform. 
The band kopt on playing, but no one heard 
a note. The cheers were deafening and 
only for the fact that Mr. Dow came to the 
front with the appearance of a man who 
wanted to talk, the cheering would still be 
going on. 

Mr. Dow looled like a man who had enioyed 
what he termed his ‘‘bushwhacking political 
trip” through Michigan, Indiana and other 

ortions of the great northwest. He is just from 

ndiana, and is loaded to the muzzle with the 
campaign literature that has been doing don- 
ble duty in that section. Mr. Dow covered 
the whole ground and was applauded in a 
style befitting the occasion. He taiked about 

Lord Sackville, the Chinese, Mrs. Ann 
Doherty and the tariff. He paid his respects 
and Cleveland and 
Thurman in trne republican style, and 
said, in concluding, that ‘the moon, in 
its march across the starry skies tonight 
would be led by the names of Harrison and 
Morton,’’ of whose election he was as certain 
as of the fact thathe was an Irishman. He 
told the colored men that the race question 
was a climatic one,and quoted Judge Thurman 
to prove it. Mr. Dow said Mr. Thurman called 
the colored people ‘prolific animals’’ in De- 
troit, ‘‘gentlemen”’ at his home in Columbus, 
and suppose he would call them ‘‘coons’’ in 
Georgia. He was very contemptuous in his 
reference tothe “red bandana” of Thurman 
fame, and used the sample he carries to illus - 
trate the statement that it was the banner of 
anarchy, slavery and misrule all over the 
world. Mr. Dow Said, in speaking of his visit 
to Indiana, that everybody took him fora dem- 
ocrat there, because he was an 
Irishman and from Georgia, and 
on account of this he had been 
enabled to obtain inside information as to how 
that state was going and his prediction of a big 
republican majority for the republican ticket 
in that state was drowned in a series of deafen- 
ing yells. Mr. Dow’s tariff arguments did not 
arouse very much enthusiasm, probably from 
the fact that they were not thoroughly under- 
stood by that portion of the crowd which was 
taking care of the applause. 

Mr. E, A. Angier followed Mr. Dow, and 
urged a “shoulder to shoulder’ vote of the 
republicans in the election today.

White and Cross to Serve Out Their Sen- 
tences. 

Raxeran, N. C., November 5.—[{Spocial. }— 
This evening the supreme court filed an anx- 
iously expected opinion in the case of C.E.Cross 
and S$. C. White, the late president and cash- 
ier of the State National Bank of Raleigh. 
The court holds that forgery is a misdemeanor 
by the laws of this state, and though associ- 
ated with certain entries made on the books 
of the bank, it isadistinct offense from that 
constituted under an act of congress and does 
not oust the jurisdiction of the state court 
to try forgery as a separate crime. 
Offenses are cognizable by different 
tribunals, distinct and independent themselves, 
and a party may be guilty of one and innocent 
of the other. The Revised Statutes of the 
United States, 5,418, is directed against frauds 
perpetrated against the government, and does 
not refer to promissory notes, or securities held 
by banks or individuals. Though forgery was 
used in covering the real condition of the bank 
by supplying spurious in place of its wasted 
resources, involves intent to defraud some one, 
and under that statute a general charge was 
sufficient.

They haye 
had, practically, no yellow fever patients 
to care for, no nurses and no doctors to 
support and pay, and no dead to _ burr, 
Tere is no famine, and no pestilence In New Deca- 
tur; 1 do not pretend to know the real wants ofthe 
people of New Decatur, but I believe they have had 
a great deal more help than was really necessary. 
In Olid Decatur, we have had about 120 cases of 
yellow fever and thirty deaths, with all the attend- 
antexpense of such astate of affairs, We have 
had, tnerefore, good reasons to call for heip, but I 
have never nndertaken to estimate the need of our 
people, I have left thatto our relief committee, 
and have helped them ._ all { eould. 
I have not changed my policy at 
all. I have acted with the committee 
from the begiuning, and I am acting with them 
still. This cannot be said of Mayor Frey, and the 
Rey. Dr. Gwynn. These geritlemen undertook to 
ignore the committee, and to run the charity mill 
on theirown account. As to their motiyes, I have 
nothing to say. Aslongasthey looked after New 
Decatur, where there was no fever I refrained from 
any interference, but they bave made persistent 
efforts to take entire charge of both the corporations. 
I cannot understand why the mayor of New 
Decatur isso clamorous in appeals for our help 
We prefer to take care of ourselyes. Please give 
this to the associated press.

WIFE AND THEN HIMSELF = 


A Shocking Tragedy Discovered int 
ment of the First Baptist Chur 
Coroner's Verdict.

did not knock, but simply turned the bolt and 
pushed the door open, as she was about to call 
Adeline and chide her for being late, she gq 
inthedim light of the curtained room the 
form of the cook lying in a pool of blood wi 
her feet uear the door. Quickly closing 4) 
door she calied Mr. Gardner, who came pe 
looked in, and shuddered and shut the door 
The dim light revealed a still more horrible 
sight than one _ butchered woman 
On the bed, behind the door lay 
the corpse of Allen Taylor, the husband of 
Adeline, with his throat cut from ear to ear 
and the warm blood still issuing from the 
ghastly wound. The woman’s single garment 
was a mass of blood, scarcely cold. Her right 
arm was thrown over her face, while her left 
lay by her side. An examination revealed a 
bloody hatchet buried in the ashes of the grate, 
The skull of the woman had been crushed by a 
blow over the left eye. The man lay at full 
length on his#back with his hands ly 
bis side, and _ his “ throat cut almost 
from ear to ear. There were bloody 
tracks, evidently made by the murderer, lead. 
ing from the door to the grate, and back again 
by the body of the woman and to the side of 
bed. Here the tracks became almost a pool of 
blood. 

Taylor and his wife had not been living to. 
gethor, but Adeline’s sister said that Thomas 
Dunn, colored, had been boarding with her. 
This fact made her husband jealons and it is 
supposed led to the murder. Dunn was really 
boarding on Main street and saw Adeline 
there late last night. Taylor was also in that 
neighborhood and doubtless saw them together. 
It is said that each of the 
men had threatened the life of the woman if 
she did not quit the other. Dunn and Taylor 
had some words on Sunday afternoon, when 
Dunn threatened to cut Taylor with a razor. 
The only reasonable theory is that of murder 
and suicide. It was stated by several persons, 
but not brought out in the evidence, that Tay- 
lor had threatened to kill his wife and then 
take his own life. The evidence showed that 
he was jealous on account of Thomas Dunn’s 
attentions. The verdict of the coroner’s jur 
was that ‘Adeline Taylor came to her deat 
from cuts froma razor on the throat and blows 
of a hatchet on the head, inflicted by her hus- 
band, Allen Taylor.’’ The jury also agreed 
that Allen Taylor came to his death by his own 
hand, cutting his throat with a razor after 
murdering his wife. Dunn was arrested and 
locked up, but it isnot thought anything can 
be proven against him.

Mrs, Fidler was the 
first on the scene, and found the girls in a ter- 
rible condiiion, being bruised and hysterical 
with fright. When carried into the house, 
Emma, the younger girl, went into convul- 
sions, and as fast as she came out of one would 
relapse, until her life was despaired of.

Alice was called on by the 
judge to identify her assa:lants and pointing 
at Rhodes, said: “There is the man who 
threw me down.”’ She had scarcely ceased 
speaking when her father drew a revolver and 
fired point-blank at Rhodes, the bullet grazing 
his head. The father was seized and prevent- 
ed from doing further harm. The negroes, in 
the meantime, having fallen on their knees 
and began to pray piteously for mercy. Two 
revolvers were found on Mr. Baker and he 
evidently intended to kill both negroes. 
Rhodes and Boyd were bound over and taken 
to the county jail at Clayton.

They are willing 
to copy, imitate, plagiarize, and steal, if 
only by that means they can attract the at- 
tention of the public.

editors to tell them something about it. 
There seems to be an alarming develop-

-basket more than a thousand communica- 
tions from old people and young people, 
who write to inquire how they can form a 
literary style. It is to be regretted, per- 
haps, that these communications find their

They have neither weight nor bearing. 
When the Sun informs its correspondent 
that Cardinal Newman is a master of 
Ehglish style, what is the outcome? The 
correspondent hunts up some of Cardinal 
Newman’s books, and is disgusted at their 
rank simplicity. He finds in them the 
tongue in which he begged his mother for 
milk, and heis sure that the Sun must be 
wrong; but the Sun is right. 

There are but two features characteristic 
of style. They are simplicity and individ- 
uality. It is not within the reach of all to 
touch simplicity; and only the great mas- 
ters can join simplicity to individuality, It 
is a great pity that those who essay to write 
cannot understand this, A writer who has 
no individuality cannot have style, and is, 
therefore, no writer. The gift is not his, 
for simplicity is nothing without Individ- 
uality, and individuality is worthless with- 
out simplicity. 

At the same time, our young writers 
ought to bear in mind that only genius can 
attain simplicity, and that genius only can 
attain individuality.

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE. 


Invite the Manufactories, 


Epirors Constitution: The_ splendid 
achievements of the past few years in the way of 
perfecting labor-saving machinery, and the utiliza- 
tion of natural forces, have brought the three f&ctors 
of production, land, laborand capital, into new re- 
lations. Asa result, in all progressive communities, 
economic questions are the burning questions of the 
hour. The one which presents itselffor Atlanta, is 
of such transcendent importance as to obscure all 
others, and should at omce become the leading 
question in local politics. It of course relates to 
municipal taxation, and may be placed in the fol- 
lowing concrete form: 

Should Atlanta grant manufacturers complete im- 
munity from municipal.taxation, on their business, 
capital, building and machinery for 50 years, taxing 
them only on the land they occupy? 

In my judgment Atlanta should do thisin self de- 
fense. Productive industry bears the burden of 
taxation, while the landed interests are favored by 
undervaluation. Thisis especially true of unpro- 
ductive land, i e, vacaft lots. 

This self-destroying policy is driving both capital 
and labor from Atlanta, If both were gone, our land 
would have no more value than it had before the 
days of Marthasville. Widen the field of productive 
industry, population increases and land values go 
up, A$100,000 manufacturing investment requires 
say one hundred men. Each man needs a home for 
himself and family, and he has countless wants to 
be supplied, according to his ability. And thus we 
see for every dollarof manufacturing property re- 
leased from municipal taxation there will be at 
a ten times the ainount of taxable property cre- 
ated, 

All this is so well understood that every town and 
hamlet in the landis,insome way, bidding for 
manufactories. States are entering the field as com- 

vetitors. Louisianais counted a slow-going state, 

ut attheir Jast election, which occurred a few 
weeks ago, the people adopted, by a large majority, 
a constitutional amendment exempting from taxa- 
tion a long list of manufactures, 

This is a transition period in the south, 

A few years will determine where the manufac- 
turing isto be done. It may be asked, in view of 
the advantages to be gained by attracting manu- 
factures, why not exempt tneir land as well as 
their other property. Theanswer is,such exemp- 
tion would defeat the object sought. What we wish 
to encourage is the conceniration of substantial 
buildings, modern machinery aud large capital 
Within the city. 

Exempt the land, and we encourrge rambling 
and seattered buildings, inferior machinery, and 
the occupied land held for a rise, just as vacant 
land, or land with shanties on it, isnow held fora 
rise, inthe heart of the city, favored by the low 
valuation of the tax assessor, Hign city taxes on 
improvements, and high land values, hgye of late 
driven most manufacturers into the wifferness of 
mud lying beyond the city limits, where they have 
to encounter the countless hardsbips incidental to 
the pioneer, while the city derives but little ad- 
vantage from them, 

What constitutes arood manufacturing site? 

Is it not easy access to allthe railways leading to 
the surrounding country, easy reach of the homes 
of the greatest number of woikmen to choose from, 
pavei streets, sewers, gas and water, and last but 
not least, within easy reach of stores, shops and 
factories from which supplies are drawn. These 
things with countless other advantages can only be 
obtained within the city. Parties availing them 
selves of this provision, would have no object in 
view, except to develop the highest degree of per- 
fection in manufacturing art. 

It would invite and encourage capitalists to invest 
in the best {character of fireproof buildings, built 
story on stoty, with the floors leased to different 
parties, who would be able to devote their whole 
capital and energies to their special line of business. 
Or if a whole build ng were occupied bya single 
establishment the heavier work would be done be- 
low and the lighter above, the upper floors teing 
made as available as the lower by the modern steam 
elevator. 

The assurance of fifty years exemption of this 
character will establish manufacturing within the 
city on an enduring basis, while even at the start it 
“vill cost nothing, for the rise in taxable land values 
will more than compensate for the present manu- 
facturing property released. 

The landed inteaest isthe dominant one in At- 
lanta, and to the Jand owners, I submit this ques- 
tion, asking for it, in their own behalf, a careful 
coulideration.

DISTRESS AMONG COFFEE PLANT- 
ERS CAUSING REACTION. 


The Government’s Unfortunate Mistakes that 
Will Probably Lead to a Republic—Eng- 
lishmen Gobbling Up Everything. 


There seems little doubt from advices lately 
received that a revolution is imminent in 


Brazil. 

It was hoped that the confusion created by 
hte emancipation of the laborers on the coffee 
plantations would be of short duration and 
that thefpeople would soon adopt themselves 
to the new conditions. 

This, it seems, they have been trying to do, 
and the government has been trying to help 
them, but its assistance in the form of a short 
time loan is working out disastrously. 

The situation is described in an interesting 
way in the following letter to one of Turk Con- 
STITUTION staff 

“I received a letter from my brother, Lucia 
Barnsley, ex-captain, C. 8. A., now in the provine 
of Brazil, which has some news of importance. H 
reads q}l the provincial newspapers, and as a per- 
sonat observer, his statements are correct. He says: 

“In regard to the present state of affairs. If any 
have capital and desire to buy jcoffee fazenados 
(plantations) now is the time. asthe banks are mak- 
ing allthe debtors pay upon short notice or sell by 
auction. Our political affairsare in a mess. The 
step seems to be one ofa republic and that soon. 
The coffee crop for next year is wurth hardly any- 
thing. No hands to pick. Trees are in 
flower. That which has been gath- 
ered was picked up on the ground. 
has been almost ruined by the heavy rains towhich 
it has been exposed so long a time. The Italian 
emigrant gets a loan ahead, and soon slips the hal- 
ter for some other business. There is a general dis- 
belief in their ability as honest workmen. Some 
have done well, but there seems to be a general 
dislike against them We need German, English 
and American capital, ‘and if it were obtained this 
country would soon be the El Dorado of the world. 
There is to be built a rnilroad from Bahia to Chile, 
intefsecting the Espirito Santo railroad to the Son 
Francisco, the Leopoldine and Petropolis line and 
the Dom Pedro, making a direct communication 
from Valparaiso, by the English line to 
Buenos Ayres, with Rio and _ Bahia, It 
is calculated go be finished in four years, 
There are a large number of proj ctions 
for railroads on foot. The English are at work 
silently, The government is opening up wildcat 
banks and other miserable things. The election of 
Rodriques Silva as senator, on borrowed money, 
conferring the titles of barons, etc., cost three mil- 
lions of dollars, the English bank receiving and 
payingin gold! * * * You will perceive that if 
American capital is to enter futo this province, now 
isthe time. Mr. James M. Keith is at work upon 
the Rio Neode {in your privilege.) He has found 
an immense vein, and by his work alone is taking 
out thirty dollarsa day, and finds nuggets six feet 
from the surface.” 

Whether you may wish to make use of this extract 
or not I leave it to your selection. 

I inclose a skeleton map of Brazil, giving the rail- 
roads, and it will give you an _ £idea 
of what tremendous works the English are 
constructing, and showing clearly that my efforts to 
Call the attention of American capitalists to Brazil, 
and South America in general, are not unfounded 
warnings, 

This great road from Bahia to Valparaiso is in 
part constructed, and the capital isall English ; the 
Dom Pedro line only is Brazilian property, while 
the other, though under the name of Brazilian com- 
panies, have been constructei with English cap- 
ital. I have long been studying the march of the 
railroad system of Brazil, and was somewhat per- 
plexed as to the reason of the two great northern 
lines of Bahia and Pernambuco being constructed 
by English companies, and although I 
knew that the great railroad from the 
city of Buenos Ayres was an English one, and was 
being pushed with vigor to the frontier of Bolivia, 
I see now the plan, You may rest assured that this 
railroad is one of the mostimportant of the age, and 
will be the Atlantic and Pacific interoceanie grand 
trunk line, and probably the only one which will 
be built for many years, asit has secured all the 
best ports onthe Atlantic, and theonly very good 
one on the Pacific. I fear that you will consider me 
enthusiastic, but when you become better ac- 
quainted with me, and with the resources of South 
America, which are slipping away from us, you will 
see tbatinthe place of enthusiasm, in the face of 
the reality, I am behind the truth. 

Few can calculate the future of this railroad finan- 
cially, and only a wary politician can see the drift 
of silent work. Brazil owesimmense sums to Eng- 
land, and isreally in the clutches of the British 
lion, It does not matter whether the government 
is imperial or republican, Brazil has got to pay her 
debts, or the English will make them or take so 
much territory. By this line the English control 
the European trade of Chili, a part of Bolivia aud 
Buenos Ayres, and besides the central trade of the 
interior of Brazil. Ob, if [ could getany one to loek 
intothe Amazon valley in time! There even the 
English have a Fluvial company vigorously eéx- 
tending its commerce, yet this is only a begining, 
The company pays handsomely, another line is 
needed, and has a provincial subsidy, 

An idea has struck me, perhaps Iam boring yon, 
sol will windup. However, if encouraged I will 
draw amap of my plan for steamship line from 
Savannah to Para, and give a succint description of 
the prospects, making Atlanta the starting place, 
Only one word more and I close. I am American 
and believe that this side of the world is ours, and 
think England has enough to do with the other 
side, but if we don’t look out it may take place that 
the English will cut us off from the south, Mr. 
Grady in his wonderful speech says we at the south 
are going to manufacture our cotton at home; if we 
do so we should secure our natural market.

Fine Bulldings With Large Stocks 
ef Goods Ruined by the Flames—The 
State Fair—Other News. 


Macoy, Ga., November 5.—[Special. }—This 

ternoon at a quarter past 5 o’clock fire broke 
out in the cellar of T. @. Burke’s handsome 
three-story building on Third street, used for 

inters’ supplies, oil, mantel pieces, etc. 
The cause of the fire is unknown. 

Sol Gullins, a colored glazier, started down 
stairs into the cellar, when he discovered a 
fire supposed to have been caused by sponta- 
neous combustion. The fire started in 
the rear cellar, where oil was stored. 
The building and contents were totally 
consumed. With difficulty the books 
in the office were saved. Two hundred and 
fifty dollars in currency, left in the office 
drawer, were burned. The fire was communi- 
cated to an adjoining building on the left, occu- 
pied by C. H. Taylor’s furniture’ store, 
which was destroyed. Mr. Taylor’s stock was 
small; mostly saved, but in a damaged condi- 
tion.

A LARGE CONFLAGRATION IN MA-

feveral Fine Buildings With Large Stocks 
of Goods Ruined by the Flames—The 
state Fair—Other News. 

Macon, Ga., November 5.—[Special. ]—This 
yn ata quarter past 5 o’clock fire broke 
out in the cellar of T. @. Burke’s handsome 
three-story building on Third street, used for 
painters: supplies, oi], mantel pieces, etc. 
The cause of the fire is unknown. 

Sol Gullins, a colored glazier, started down 
stairs into the cellar, when he discovered a 
fire supposed to have been caused by sponta- 
neous combustion. The fire started in 
the ear cellar, where oil was stored. 
The building and contents were totally 
consumed. With difficulty the books 
in the office were saved. Two hundred and 
fifty dollars in currency, left in the office 
drawer, were burned. The fire was communi- 
cated to an adjoining building on the left, occu- 
pied by ©. H{. Taylor's furniture store, 
gwhich was destroyed. Mr. Taylor’s stock was 
gmall; mostly saved, but in a damaged condi- 
tion. The store adjoining, Burke’s on the 
right, occupied by Nussbaum, Van Syke} & 
Tindall, crockery, glassware, cutlery, stoves, 
etc., was destroyed, with contents; also the 
adjoining store of D. H. Adams & Co., whole- 
sale grocers. With the greatest difficulty the 
fre was prevented spreading and burning the 
entire block, in which are located 
Nussbaum’s five-story dry goods building, Ex- 
change Bank, Nussbaum, VanSyckel & Tin-

Several firemen narrowly escaped. death 
from falling walls. Fireman Burkett was 
slightly hurt, and John Mound, colored, was 
injured.

Count Percy N. de Duboeay, M. D., Donates 
His Own Blood to Save a Patient. 

TALLULAH FaLus, Ga., November 5.—(Spe- 
cial.}—Some days ago Mrs. 8. White, a lady of 
high social standing and a large property 
owner at Tallulah, at which place she now re- 
sides, having given up her New York home, 
unfortunately met with a severe accident, 1D- 
volving the loss of an immense quantity of 
blood. Count Percy N. de Duboeay, M. D., 
who is a Fellow of the Royal College of Sar- 
geons of England, and a member of the Royal 
Medical society, now resident physician and 
surgeon at Tallulah Falls, was soon in attend- 
ance upon her, and the hemorrhage was 
checked. So much blvod, however, had been 
lost previous to his arrival, and the ordinary 
means not proving as successful in restoring 
the patient (who is upwards of seventy years 
ofage,) as could be desired, exhaustion being 
extreme, Count de Duboeay, by the modern 
operation known as ‘‘transfusion,’’ passed di- 
rectly from a blood vessel in his own arm, a 
quantity of blood into a similar vessel in the 
arm of his patient. The result was most suc- 
cessful, and Mrs. White’s life has» doubtless 
been saved by this timely and heroic action. 
Heroic when we take into consideration the 
fact that no medical assistant was present to 
lend trained assistance, and that Count de 
Duboeay, besides opening a blood vessel in his 
patient’s arm, had also to open a similar one in 
that of his own, and though very faint himself 
after this genorous gift of blood to save his 
life. In answer to a question put to him today 
concerning the operation, his reply was: ‘‘It 
was necssary. I simply did my duty, and am 
glad of it.” Truly, “One touch of nature 
makes the whole world kin.”’

“I thought,’’ said Mr. Nelson, ‘‘that it was 
2,000 and when that was.expended I stopped 
the work as chairman of the street committee. 
It was not renewed again until the 
grading of Walton street, Farlie 
street, Cone street and West Harris 
Btreet, for belgian block had been completed 
The dirt from this street was dumped in the 
Orme street fill. It wasin the contract that 
Venable Bros. should remove the dirt from any 
one place to another within 1,500 fect free of 
charge tothe city. This being within the dis-
